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City Council, County School Board 
Discuss Renovations, TAG at GES 


The Greenbelt City Council 
held a stakeholder’s meeting on 
January 29 with the Prince 
George’s County School Board. 
Board members Abby Crowley 
and Jose Morales from Greenbelt 
and Bob Duncan from Laurel, 
representing the board, attended. 
David Lever, director of Planning 
and Architectural Services for the 
school system was also present. 

The city council meets on an 
occasional basis with organiza- 
tions whose activities are impor- 
tant to the city. This was the 
first meeting since the school 
board was reconfigured from an 
elected to an appointed board. 
Members and chair of the Advi- 
sory Committee on Education 
(ACE) were also present. 

Major topics included renova- 
tion plans for Greenbelt Middle 
School, overcrowding at some 
schools, and the rumor of a TAG 
(talented and gifted) program 
and transportation issues for 
Greenbelt Elementary School. 

Greenbelt Middle 

Council opened the discus- 
sion on the Greenbelt Middle 
School renovation by comment- 
ing that the school “is going to 
fall apart’ if something isn’t done 
soon. Lever indicated that reno- 
vation has very high priority. 
Planning approval is being 
sought from the state right now, 
he said. School system staff 
have toured the school and agree 
“in theory” that the renovation 
should begin. Budgetary prob- 
lems may interfere. Lever indi- 
cated that renovation of the 
school is still in the budget but 
that could change. 

Lever encouraged the city to 
contact their state representatives 
immediately to push for state 
planning approval this year. The 
state is often not willing to ap- 
prove plans that will not be

implemented quickly and the 
middle school improvements are 
not slated to be completed until 
2006 or 2007. However, the 
school is an historic property, he 
added, and needs significant 
planning to retain the historic 
section while new _ sections 
around it are constructed. In ad- 
dition, the property is to be 
renovated with students remain- 
ing in the building, which adds 
time to the construction process. 

The proposed plan calls for a 
new school wing to be built while 
students continue to occupy the 
old school. When that is com- 
pleted, the students will be moved 
into the new section as well as a 
portion of the school that will re- 
main standing. Then the demoli- 
tion of an older, not historic, sec- 
tion will be undertaken, as well as 
renovation of the original historic 
building. This plan seems to have 
taken some ACE concerns into 
consideration. 

Mayor Judith Davis said that 
the city had discussed partnering 
with the school system to rebuild 
the activity fields at the school 
and had appropriated $75,000 
for the project. She commented 
that there are few fields in the 
Springhill Lake area and that 
residents would share the fields 
with students. 

Lever appeared to be unaware 
that the city was interested in 
helping to fund the fields. He 
considered it a “significant contri- 
bution” to the field renovations. 
Davis indicated that council 
wanted to tour the school and 
the grounds to be more fully in- 
formed of planned changes. She 
was glad that the school board 
was “sensitive to the wishes” of 
the city and its citizens. 

Overcrowding 

With the exception of Eleanor 

Roosevelt High School (ERHS),

it appears that overcrowding 1s 
no longer an issue in local 
schools. Greenbelt Elementary 
School has significantly reduced 
the number of students who are 
bused to school. All students are 
now from Greenbelt. 

Springhill Lake Elementary 
School had been significantly 
overcrowded for several years. 
However, Davis spoke with Princi- 
pal Linda Sherwood who indi- 
cated that many students have left 
the school this year as Springhill 
Lake Apartments have signifi- 
cantly increased rents, causing 
some families to move. Some 
Springhill Lake apartment stu- 
dents are being bused to Berwyn 
Elementary and it is hoped that 
they can be moved to Springhill 
Lake Elementary in the future. 

ERHS Overcrowding 

To ease overcrowding at 
ERHS, the board had proposed 
moving some students to Duval. 
However, after hearing from par- 
ents at ERHS, Bowie, and Duval, 
the board decided to concentrate 
on improving academics at 
Duval prior to changing school 
boundaries. School board mem- 
ber Crowley stated that she 
would like to see non-Science 
and Tech transfers to ERHS 
stopped. The transfers not only 
overcrowd the school but also 
undermine the home schools 
from which students transfer. 
Currently transfers are allowed 
for Latin, Russian, Japanese, and 
for string musicians. She would 
like to see language transfers 
eliminated, as most students can 
take some years of each lan- 
guage in their home school. The 
string players are a problem, she 
stated, as no program exists at 
the home schools. 

ERHS is slated for an addition 
in fall 2006. The addition will 
reduce overcrowding to 110 per- 
cent! The addition will include 
both classrooms and additional 
core facilities, such as another 
cafeteria. ERHS staff and teach- 
ers have traditionally taken the

State to Sell at Auction 
Golden Triangle Property

A sign has been posted on 
the northeast corner of Walker 
Drive and Greenbelt Road an- 
nouncing an auction by the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration of a 4.7l-acre parcel of 
land on the Golden Triangle next 
to Capitol Cadillac. The auction 
is scheduled for 12:30 p.m. on 
Monday, February 24. The land 
originally was acquired by the 
state and reserved for a future 
on-ramp from Greenbelt Road to 
the Capital Beltway. 

Previously, Capitol Cadillac 
had proposed a long-term lease 
with the state for use of the land 
to build showrooms for its 
Pontiac and Humvee agencies 
now located in temporary facili- 
ties behind the Cadillac show- 
room. The city had opposed this 
expansion of the dealership and 
urged the state to keep the land 
in public ownership for future 
public safety use. The Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad told the Greenbelt 
City Council that it would like 
the land for a new fire station, 


as it would be better located to 
bring fire and rescue equipment 
to the outlying areas of the city. 

The State Highway Administra- 
tion decided to declare the land 
surplus and sell it. Under state 
law, the land was first offered for 
sale in May 2002 to local govern- 
ments. However, the state asked 
$1,665,000 for the land, which the 
city felt was too high a price and 
more than the city could pay, ac- 
cording to Greenbelt City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin. 

McLaughlin says that he 
plans to attend the auction and 
that he expects the city to be 
ready to bid on the property. 
However, the city council has 
not yet met in executive session 
to determine what the parameters 
of the city bid will be. He ex- 
pected that the city would use 
open space grant funds to pay 
for the purchase. Open Space 
funds cannot be used for buying 
building sites for city buildings 
such as fire stations but could be 
used for preserving the land as a 
park or open space. 


Skateboarders Are Left 
Still Hanging in the Air

‘A frustrating situation” is how 
Assistant Recreation Director Joe 
McNeal described efforts to find a 
suitable location for the city’s pro- 
posed skateboard park when he 
came before the Greenbelt City 
Council at its regular meeting on 
January 27. After homeowners 
and members of the tennis associa- 
tion objected to locating the park 
on Braden tennis courts 7 and 8, 
staff reviewed 10 additional sites 
for the park and then recom- 
mended an area between the 
Youth Center and the Community 
Center. The site was selected be- 
cause of its proximity to existing 
recreation facilities, nearby public 
parking and limited impact on 
residential areas. The site would 
require installation of a skateboard- 
ing surface and a fence. It would 
also interrupt open space used for 
summer camps, picnics and other 
events. 

School Objections 
In addition, council received 


a list of objections from the 
staff of the Greenbelt Nursery 
School. The park would be lo- 
cated next to the playground 
used by the school and other 
groups. 

Pamela O’Brien, secretary of 
the Greenbelt Nursery School 
Board of Directors, appeared be- 
fore council to review the 
school’s concerns. She said that 
locating the skateboard park 
near the school would expose 
the young children to behavior 
and language inappropriate for 
their age and also distract them 
from academics. 

O’Brien noted that the nurs- 
ery school is one of a few that 
has been accredited by the Na- 
tional Association for the Educa- 
tion of Young Children and, in 
her opinion, this accreditation 
would be jeopardized because of 
reduced safety and academic fac-

Read Your Meter 


Moving in? Better read your 
electric meter yourself! When 
you change residence and notify 
PEPCO to begin service at your 
new residence, you must explic- 
itly request an actual reading, 
otherwise you will usually be 
given an estimated reading to 
start your service regardless of 
how much advance notice you 
provide. Further, this estimated 
reading may be lower than actual 
readings recorded by PEPCO on 
previous dates on the same meter. 
Thus, when an accurate reading 
is made a month later to deter- 
mine your bill for your first 
month of service at your new ad- 
dress, you may be billed for con- 
suming energy that was already 
billed to the previous resident. 

The Public Service Commis- 
sion (PSC) has ruled (even on 
appeal to its chair) that this prac- 
tice of double-billing is perfectly 
legal provided that PEPCO prop- 
erly corrects your bill when you 
notify PEPCO that it looks too 
high. If you don’t happen to be 
particularly attentive, you may 
end up paying for power you 
did not use. 

I would like to collect data 
on how frequently this problem 
arises. If you move and PEPCO 
provides an estimated reading for 
your start of service, please inde- 
pendently read the meter yourself 
on the date your service begins. 
When your bill comes, let me 
know (you can send an email to 
jascourt @earthlink.net) the differ- 
ence between their estimated 
reading and the actual reading 
that you made. Let me know re- 
gardless of whether their error is 
in your favor or is an overbill- 
ing, otherwise we have no basis 
to determine whether there is a 
pattern to the errors. 

Also, if you are overbilled, 
please notify the PSC. Their rul- 
ing states that they do not have 
many complaints about bad ini- 
tial meter readings and therefore

they do not believe regulations 
should be added to require esti- 
mated initial readings to be 
greater than all previously re- 
corded readings of the same 
meter. My concern is that if 
PEPCO promptly and with no 
hassle corrects the bills of those 
who question their bill, then the 
PSC will receive few complaints 
and PEPCO could scam off of 
those who don’t notice. 

Data are needed to determine 
whether my experiences are part 
of a broader practice or an un- 
likely coincidence, and presently 
nobody has any such data. The 
PSC also ruled that regulations 
should not be added which 
would require PEPCO to notify 
customers of the need to explic- 
itly request an actual reading to 
avoid an estimated initial read- 
ing, because they said that the 
publicly available tariff docu- 
ment provides sufficient notice to 
customers. 

Have you read the tariff? Do 
you know anyone who has? It 
seems that the PSC is protecting 
PEPCO instead of protecting 
consumers, as was also the case 
two to three years ago when 
Greenbelt was experiencing sev- 
eral momentary power outages 
per month and the PSC closed 
my case without any action or 
any change in frequency of 
power outages until I sent them 
four additional letters and the 
city council became involved.

(At the request of citizens, members of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil signed the following letter sent to President George W. Bush.) 


Dear President Bush: 


At its meeting of January 27, 2003, the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil decided to bring to your attention its concerns regarding the 
situation in Iraq. The Council joins with many other cities in 
urging you to pursue and exhaust all possible diplomatic and 
peaceful options before committing U.S. military forces to hos- 
tile actions. 

Any military action could result in significant casualties 
among innocent Iraqi civilians and military personnel on both 
sides. Many Greenbelt residents and their friends and families 
who serve in the military would be at risk. Such a conflict 
would have a significant economic cost to our country as well, 
preventing funds from being used toward other priorities such 
as education, health care, the environment, housing and public 
infrastructure. 

This is undoubtedly one of the most difficult decisions any 
American President is called upon to make. We support our 
country and believe that, as a responsible world leader, the United 
States has both the ability and the obligation to pursue every 
possible alternative other than armed conflict in order to achieve 
the just goals of the U.S. and the international community.

James Andrew White, 38, for- 
merly of Woodland Way, died 
suddenly on Wednesday, January 
29, 2003, in Washington, D.C.

stance that the school is not over- 
crowded. Losing students means 
losing critical staff. This year, be- 
cause of fewer students, the school 
“lost a beloved drama teacher’ and 
almost lost a music position. 
School board member Duncan 
commented that all county schools 
will become overcrowded in the 
near term with a boom of school- 
age children. Mayor Davis com- 
mented rhetorically that it was 
strange that we didn’t know until 
last summer that so many more stu- 
dents are expected in the next few 
years. Mayor pro-tem Rodney 
Roberts asked if the school system 
had thought of other ideas, such as 
year-long school. Davis added the 
idea of split shifts. Crowley re- 
sponded that those kinds of 
changes cut out the types of activi- 
ties that make a high school good 
and memorable for the students. 
Transportation 
Transportation problems in 
Greenbelt center on students who 
live in University Square Apart- 
ments. Currently elementary stu- 
dents must walk to school if the 
distance is 1.5 miles or less. 
School board member Jose Morales 
indicated that 32 students from 
these apartments are affected. 
They were bused in error last year. 
Morales measured two ways to 
walk to Greenbelt Elementary, both 
within the 1.5 mile limit. Students 
at Charlestowne Village, just across 
the street from University Square, 
are bused, but there is no room on 





the bus for the other 32 students. 

Duncan stated that the county 
is paying 30-40 percent more per 
capita for transportation than any 
other area in the state. Some of 
the extra money is used when stu- 
dents are moved back to a neigh- 
borhood school. Often upper-class 
students are allowed to stay at 
their current school to cause less 
disruption to the students. 

This policy costs more for 
transportation as buses now travel 
to two schools instead of one. 
Also magnet students are picked 
up close to their homes, while 
Montgomery County requires mag- 
net students to go to a “cluster” 
bus stop. 

Davis recalled walking to 
school as a child, but said, “It’s a 
different age.” Crowley stated that 
this year, with a tough budget, is 
not the year to cut the mileage 
range for walkers. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
made several suggestions regarding 
walking and safety. One was “the 
walking school bus,’ which has 
students meeting and walking to 
school as a group. Another idea 
was “safe route to school,’ which 
sets the route to take. Turnbull 
commented that students can of- 
ten walk the distance but that par- 
ents consider it too long or too 
dangerous. 

A third suggestion was to pay 
a parent to walk the kids to and 
from school. Crowley asked ACE 
to consider having a meeting with 


University Square parents to work 
on the walking issues. The advi- 
sory committee had asked 
Greenbelt Elementary staff for the 
names of students from the apart- 
ment complex but those names 
could not be provided because of 
privacy issues. ACE will address 
the topic. 
TAG at Greenbelt 

There had been rumors that 
Greenbelt Elementary School might 
have a Talented and Gifted Program 
next year. Crowley indicated that 
the budget will not allow for this 
to take place then. Additional 
moneys had been pledged to the 
school system in the Thornton 
budget, funding to return students 
to neighborhood schools. However, 
it now appears that the state con- 
sidered those funds also to include 
TAG and magnet funds, which the 
county school system had thought 
were in addition to the Thornton 
funds. Furthermore, the status of 
the magnet program is still unde- 
cided. Plans for redrawing magnet 
boundaries were not accepted and 
new boundaries are being proposed. 

The meeting ended with a dis- 
cussion of the increasing numbers 
of children not going to the local 
schools. ACE member Jeff Mor- 
isette wants to survey children to 
see where they go to school and 
work on plans to entice them 
back to neighborhood schools. 
They proposed looking into a 
“neighborhood kids, neighborhood 
schools” campaign.

tors if a skateboard park were 
built next to the school. She 
said some young children might 
be frightened by the noise of the 
skateboarders and the mere pres- 
ence of older children and that 
this fear could be expressed by a 
child as not wanting to go to 
school. 

The youngsters also might try 
to emulate the behavior of the 
older children, she said, putting 
themselves at risk by attempting 
to engage in an activity inappro- 
priate for their age. O’Brien also 
feared the language and conver- 
sation of the older children 
would be inappropriate for those 
of nursery school age. 

Councilmembers Thomas 
White and Rodney Roberts both 
felt that the two uses of the area 
were not mutually exclusive. 
Mayor Judith Davis suggested 
that it might be a positive thing 
for the youngsters to be exposed 
to older children who are wear- 
ing protective equipment and 
following a set of rules while en- 
joying the park. She wanted 
staff to sit down with nursery 
school representatives to try to 
find ways around the school’s

objections. She added that if the 
school’s staff were aware of just 
how the skateboard park would 
be run, their fears might be alle- 
viated. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
described his criteria for the 
skateboard park, which effec- 
tively eliminated all sites but the 
parking lot. Council had previ- 
ously rejected using part of the 
parking lot in order to preserve 
parking spaces. An area near the 
swimming pool suggested at an 
earlier session was rejected be- 
cause of its small size. 

White wanted to steer clear of 
this site because it involves the 
rebound wall that is part of the 
old swimming pool and he felt 
its historical significance should 
be respected. Davis noticed that 
this site had nearly the same ad- 
vantages and drawbacks as the 
one beside the nursery school. 
She suggested that staff could 
look into the possibility of some- 
how expanding the area. 

Citizen Input 

Several citizens attending the 
meeting addressed council on 
the issue. Like O’Brien, Lestina 
Colby was concerned that the

school accreditation 
would be in danger 
if the skateboard 
park were located 
close to the play- 
ground. She argued 
that this is where 
that focus should be. She said 
she had experience in school 
accreditation and in her opinion 
the school’s accreditation would 
be at serious risk with the 
skateboard park next to the 
playground because of increased 
activity in the area with skate- 
boarders coming and going. 
She also endorsed the other rea- 
sons listed by O’Brien and the 
nursery school staff. 

Ed Kapplinger, who origi- 
nally became involved in the 
issue when tennis courts were 
the proposed site, suggested 
that a temporary blind be con- 
structed between the nursery 
school and the park until some 
type of hedge row had a chance 





to grow up to create 
a more attractive 
barrier between the 
neighboring uses of 
the area. As for 
noise from the skate- 
boarders being a 
problem, he said he had heard 
plenty of noise from the nurs- 
ery school, so he thought this 
was a debatable issue. He un- 
derstood, he said, that the 
skateboard park would have su- 
pervision and that foul lan- 
guage would be forbidden. 
Muriel Balzer, president of the 
tennis association, asked council 
to find a way to enforce current 
regulations forbidding skate- 
boarding on city property. She 
said she had offered the skate- 
boarders tennis courts 7 and 8 
until the city park could be es- 
tablished because those courts 
needed resurfacing anyway. Un- 
fortunately the skateboarders had 
continued to use other courts as

well, she said. 

She noted that they damaged 
the courts in various ways, such 
as stretching the nets when they 
run into them. She said the be- 
havior of the skateboarders did 
not motivate her to want to help 
them any further. 

Decision Deferred 

In the end Davis asked 
McNeal to get more information 
about the accreditation criteria 
and process for the nursery 
school and have recreation staff 
and nursery school representa- 
tives meet to see if the school’s 
fears could be alleviated. She 
also wanted staff to take a sec- 
ond look at the area where the 
rebound wall is, behind the 
swimming pool, to see if the size 
of it could be increased, making 
it another alternative site. She 
asked City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin to put the topic on 
the agenda for council’s next 
meeting on February 10.

Few things are scarier to a 
child than the prospect of a stay 
in the hospital, especially if it in- 
volves surgery and anesthesia.

Alternative Ed Pilot 


Program Opened 


Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools has established an 
Alternative Education Pilot Pro- 
gram that will serve as a positive 
learning environment for expelled 
high school students from the 
county school system. The goal 
of the program, located in 
Bladensburg, is to give students 
social skills and educational ex- 
pertise to become successful in 
the next phase of education or in 
the work place. The goal will 
be achieved collaboratively 
among the following organiza- 
tions: Prince George’s County 
Public Schools, Prince George’s 
County Department of Juvenile 
Justice, Prince George’s County 
Health Department and Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Social Services. 

The school system was 
awarded a $1.9 million grant 
from the Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education (MSDE) in 
December 2001 to fund the pro- 
gram and an additional $450,000 
from the state to renovate a 
school to house the program in 
2002. MSDE selected Prince 
George’s schools from the state’s 
24 systems. State officials con- 
sider this an important effort to 
educate troubled youths and will 
be monitoring closely the suc- 
cess of the Prince George’s 
project. Should the pilot be 
successful, MSDE officials hope 
to implement the alternative 
education program in other 
school systems throughout the 
State. 

“Our goal is to serve all chil- 
dren, including those who have 
had some difficulty in the tradi- 
tional school structure,” said 
Kaye Stumb, director of student 
Support programs. “We are hon- 
ored that this grant was awarded 
to Prince George’s County Public 
Schools to provide a much- 
needed alternative program for 
some of those students, to offer 
them a second chance to get ex- 
cited about education and what 
it can mean for their future.” 

The new program will be 
opened to students Monday, 
February 3.
